Tho president,- J. C. Hall, .' Opepe^ 
the 'meeting with a few introductory 
remarks regarding the club affairs 
and the spoakera foi; the evening.' 

The first paper, read by N. M. 
Durant, Scl. '21, dealt with "Crude 
Oil: Its Production, ' Storage and 
Shipment." The manner of drilling 
the holes to a depth of from 2,000 to 
3,000 feet, Inserting the steel pipes, 
and capping, were clearly described, 
showlUK the precautions taken in 
césé of premature blow, of tJie oil, 
thus causing great waste of oil and 
danger to property from fire. The 
speaker showed the method of piping 
to the shipping depot, filtering out 
the gas, water and Impurities cn 

route. . •• : ■ 

An interestti^f feature ynx the 
way In which long pipe lines were 
run 2 1-4 miles out to sea, at which 
distance shipg are compelled to re- 
main off-shore while loading. It was 
well Illustrated with lantern slides 
After a short recess, . the second 
paper was. reaH by Lord Congleton, 
Scl. '21, on "Oil Fuel Burning ,in 
Marine Boilers." The advantages of 
oil as a fuel compared with coal was 
discussed from the standpoint ^of 
nayal and commercial uae. ' .'Tlie dC' 
tails of installation In esch type of 
ship were very clearly 'explained. 
Illustrated by slides, and tho differ- 
ent conditions of operation in both 
services wc|;e thoroughly discussed. 

The paper was' Intensely Interest- 
ing, and the members enjoyed- every 
moment of It. . It displayed a knowl- 
edge of the subject such as can only 
be acquired by several yean of prac- 
tical experience In this work, which 
the speaker has had In the British 
Navy. . . - .

Thompson recount impressions of 
their sojourn In tho HJaal at Strath- 
cona Hall la.st night. Angus Mac- 
lean, In Introducing the speakers, 
remarked on the very Importan: rolo 
being played by students all osex the 
world. • . ^ 

Mr. Leonard A, Dixon, O.H E.. 
M.A., 'Varsity 'M, who was in cbarg>« 
of the Y.M.C.A. In Mesopotamia dur- 
ing the war, gave a most InterestlnK 
talk. 1^0 unfolded facts horetofor.' 
unknown here. Mr. Dixon show-d 
tliat the often heard expression, "th; 
changeless FSast," was entirely 
wrong. Several Important happen- 
ings have brought about tremendo>is i 
changes. Flrht of all. the war. which 
had had tho effect of wakening up 
India. Secondly, the hope of self, 
government, after the passage of I lie 
India Reform Bill'ln December, l!)i:t 
Tho next point toiiched upon w.-is 
the uproar creat<'d by Ihi- s(i-(all"il 
Amrltsar massacre in April, 
when General Dyer's men killed lou 
people and wounded 2,000. Tho In;:: 
point was tho discontent among .thn 
seventy million .Mohammedans In, 
India since tho (IlKHjonibernient of tiio 
Turkish Empire, subsequent to the, 
peace treaty. 

The two Ideals gf every Indian 
student are natlduallzatlpn and self- 
government. /The now democratic 
spirit has even takijn root In the 
missions, where native teachers' have 
been Installed. i 

The responsibilities for tho future 
of India rftt with her. 'fO.OOO stu- 
dents. Out of a gigantic population 
of 315 millions, 95 per dent, are Il- 
literate. 

Mr. Dixon then told -of the Kreat 
work the Y.M.C.A, Is doing In India. 
The Association Is regarded as an 
Indian organisation, natives being 
the leaders In ''the majority of sta- 
tions. 

He said the Christian workers In 
India were not trying to destroy ths 
native beliefs, but to show what was 
good and noblo Un thom,°_ and that 
Christ was the fulfilment of their 
Ideals. 

How Indians of rank arc acknowl- 
edging the Christian spirit was well 
Illustrated by tho fact that Sir Ra- 
blndranath Tagore, tho eminent poet, 
was writing a life of Christ. A petl - 
tlon bad been sent by 450 leading 
non-Chrlstlans of Putna to the As- 
sociation headquarters at Calcutta, 
asking for a branch to bo operated 
there. 

He said that tho group of Christian 
men and women who had done ser- 
vice In India had done tho greatest ' 
work of all persons serving there. 

Herbert P. Thompson, M.A., n 
graduate of McGill; in 1912, then 
gave an equally' interesting talk on 
the work in China. Great changes 
were also taking place there. There 
has been an improvement In the situ- 
ation, though the military power and 
Bupersl^ltlon are still great.
